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This is in response to the "Request To Change Primary Inventor" filed on 10 January 
2006, the "Request To Add The Primary Inventor's Name" filed on 18 September 2006, and the 
"Request To Withdraw The Petition" filed on 24 February 2007. 



BACKGROUND 

This international application was filed on 22 August 2003, claimed an earlier priority 
date of 04 September 2002, and designated the U.S. The International Bureau transmitted a 
copy of the published international application to the USPTO on 18 March 2004. The 30 month 
time period for paying the basic national fee in the United States expired at midnight on 04 
March 2005. Applicants filed inter alia the basic national fee on 02 March 2005. Also filed on 
02 March 2005 was a declaration nominating Mr. Lim. 

On 08 September 2005, applicants filed a declaration nominating Mr. Chang and Mr. 

Lim. 

On 14 September 2005, a Notice of Acceptance (Form PCT/DO/EO/903) was mailed, 
indicating the date of this application under 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1), (2) and (4) to be "03/02/2005." 



DISCUSSION 

Review of the record reveals that the declaration filed on 02 March 2005 was defective 
because it did not nominate one of the inventors (Mr. Chang) who was named in the published 
international application, and because the application file includes no evidence that he was 
removed as an inventor pursuant to PCT Rule 926/5. Therefore, the Notice of Acceptance (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/903) mailed on 14 September 2005 was issued erroneously, and it is hereby 
VACATED . 

The "Request To Change Primary Inventor" filed on 10 January 2006 requests in effect 
that Mr. Chang be the first-named inventor, while the "Request To Withdraw The Petition" filed 
on 24 February 2007 seeks to withdraw the "Petition" filed on 10 January 2006. Since Mr. 
Chang is already the first-named inventor in this national stage application, both of these requests 
are DISMISSED AS MOOT. 
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* The "Request..." filed on 18 September 2006 seeks to add "Chang, Hee Seok" as an 
^inventor, alleging that his name "was mistakenly omitted when this PCT entered into the U.S. 
National Phase. A newly executed Declaration has filed on September 08, 2005." Although the 
declaration filed on 02 March 2005 did not provide Mr. Chang's name, this error was not 
sufficient to change his status as an inventor. Thus, Mr. Chang remained an inventor of this 
international application despite the submission of a defective declaration. Therefore, it is not 
now necessary to add him as an inventor. Therefore, the "Request..." filed on 18 September 
2006 is DISMISSED AS MOOT. 



Request To Change Primary Inventor" filed on 10 January 2006, the "Request To Add 
Primary Inventor's Name" filed on 18 September 2006, and the "Request To Withdraw The 
Petition" filed on 24 February 2007 are DISMISSED AS MOOT .
